WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The de- 


partment of justice has "abundant 
evidence" to support the position of 
the department of state with respect 
to communist activities in this coun- 
try, directed 
from Moscow, Attor- 


ney General Daugherty said today in 
a formal statement. 


Daugherty's statement said that 


the-evidence gathered by the justice 
department had been turned over to 
the state department and that any 
further statement as to its character 
would come from there. 


"My attention has been directed," 


said Daugherty, "to certain publicity 
supposed to have emanated from the 
department of justice in connection 
with the communist propaganda in 
this country and pertaining to that 
publicity already made public by the 
department of state. 


"I beg leave to call attention to 


the fact that some time ago and be- 
fore any publicity had been given 
out, I announced that department of 
justice would give out no informa- 
tion in connection with this propa- 
ganda; that the department of jus- 
tice would furnish the state depart- 
ment as it has done, all the informa- 
tion in its possession and that pub- 
licity on the subject would be given 
out only by the state department. 


"I have only this to say further. 


Apart from the question of prosecu- 
tions or of technical requirements 
to meet the provisions of particular 
statutes, it would be clearly under- 
stood that the department of justice 
has abundant evidence 
to support 


the-"position of th'e state 'department 
with respect, to the communist propa- 
ganda directed 
from 
Moscow, in 


this country." 
Daugherty's statement was a reply 


to statements attributed t6 former 
Assistant Attroney General Crim, 
who 
in 
letters 
to 
Everett 
W. 


Wheeler of New York, and E. B. 
Bernstein, of Boston, said a "great 
! deal of slush" but no real evidence 
had come to his attention regarding 
alleged communists activities. 


Crim said in his letter to Wheeler 


that "What this department 'needs 


j and what it has .never had is some 
j evidence to act on."

CHAPTER I. 


BERLIN, (By mail.)-—King Dollar 


has been dethroned in Germany. At 
least temporarily. 


The German people, always great 


believers in the German mark, now 
value their own money as high and, 
in some cases, more highly than 
American dollars 
which, 
until re- 


cently, were at a premium. 


The so-called Black Bourse, where 


money changed hands at values far 
different from those set by law, "is 
dead, and with it died the pulling 
power not only of'dollars 
but of 


pounds, gulden, Swiss francs, Aus- 
trian crowns and all the- array of so- 
called stable monies which retained 
their buying power while German 
marks crashed. 


How long this will last depends 


on how long the German govern- 
ment is able to keep its money from 
lomersaulting into the abyss again. 
This Is a mooted question—some say 
1'or weeks, some say. for years and 
some say forever. 


Fail of the Mark. 


At any rate, be it for long or no, 


it is here. A few weeks ago the dol- 
lar was the most sought-for, bought 
and sold piece of merchandise 
in 


Germany. 
With an artificial mark 


rate instituted 
and the printing 


presses stlil grinding out trillions 
upon trillion daily, the value of'for- 
eign money continued to increase 
so that when the dollar "officially" 
reached 4,200,000,000,000 marks, trad- 
ers on the Black Bourse were ob- 
taining between 7 and 10 trillions. 
This was in Berlin. In Danzig and 
Cologne they obtained 35 trillions. 


Express passenger trains between 


Berlin and these points were loaded 
with, so-called tooney "bootleggers," 
who bought up the dollars 
and 


pounds and what not in Berlin at 
double the value set by the govern- 
ment and then sold them in Co- 
logne at four times what they paid 
for them. Then they rushed back to 
Berlin, and sold their marks—at the 
tame time giving the eBrlln buyer 
100 per cent more than the banks 
would pay- Naturally 
prices im- 


mediately adjusted themselves and 
«ar surpassed the Black Bourse rate. 


Banks which had done almost ex- 


clusive foreign exchange business, 
changing checks, money 
orders, 


drafts, express orders, etc., were 
deserted. Everybody furnished him- 
«elf with actual dollar notes, ob- 
tained by mail or courier from Lon- 
don or Paris. These the bootleggers 
bought without question, -tho they 
{ought shy of ordinary checks. 


The One Question. 


When the Black Bourse operated, 


every hotel, cafe and street corner 
was a bit of the general illegal stock 
exchange. Money changing was in 
the air. Everywhere one went the 
eternal question was: "What did you 
get?" 


Now the trains to Danzig and Co- 


logne 
are 
empty. 
The 
printing 


presses have stopped. Unless 
one 


has a good butcher friend who still 
buys his meats in foreign markets 
and who mus>t have foreign money 
every day, one is out of luck as far 
as getting, anything more than the 
official rate for one's dollar. 


The German paper mark at this 


writing stands 4,200,000,000,000 to 
the dollar, of course, but the govern- 
ment is buying them up with its new 
rentenmarks, etc. The only question 
now worrying the German people is 
how long -will the few rentenmarks 
last and—then what? 


Many see a repetition of the mark 


devaluation process — rentenmarks 
and their »successors plunging from 
one value today to another tomor- 
row. 
Others see the carrying ht.ru 


of a new tax and budget policy 
which will maintain the new mark 
and its followers at their 
printed 


value. Which set of speculators is 
right, time will tell- Meantime, the 
mark has dethroned the dollar and 
the Black Bourse is no more.

Bread Recipes That Will Give You Variety. 


ANY considerations influence 
us in our choice of breads 
to-day, when most of us buy 


instead of making bread at home in 
the old way. Health, wholesomeness, 
personal liking and dislike are the 
criterionj generally. 
Cooks who are successful with 


bread prefer to make it even in 
small quarters and with limited time. 
Those who are not successful wel- 
come th* opportunity to purchase. 
This is wise, for poor cooking is al- 
ways extravagant and 
wasteful. 


Cooks who make their own bread 
are always glad to learn how the 
other woman does it. Here are a 
few recipes to try: 
Bread Sticks. 


Roll on a floured board a small 


portion of dough that has risen for 
bread, ready to shape into loaves. 
Cut it into pieces the size and length 
of lead pc-ncils, place them in rows 
on a greased baking-pan and let 
them rise to nearly double their size, 
then bake them in a quick oven. 
When the sticks are cool bake them 
again in a very slow oven until they 
are crisp and dry. 
Quick Cornbread. 


Mix together two cupfuls of yel- 


low corn-meal and one cupful of 
flour and stir in one teaspoonful of 
taking powder, a tablespoonful of 
sugar and a half teaspoonful of salt. 
Beut the yolks of three eggs into 
two and a half cupfuls of milk and 
mix them with the dry ingredients, 
adding a tablespoonful of melted but- 
ter. Beat the whites of the eggs stiff 
and fold them in. then pour the bat- 
ter into a warm buttered pan and 
bake the cornbread. 
Shortbread or "Petticoat Tails." 
Cream together a cupful of but- 


ter and half cupful of sugar, add 
a teaspoonful of grated lemon rind 


"and gradually beat in a tablespoon- 
ful of cream and two small cupfuls 
of flour into which has been mixed 
a half teaspoonful of baking powder. 
Knead the mixture lightly, then turn 
it onto a floured board, roll it out 
a quarter-inch thick and cut it into 
triangles. Place the dough on a 
buttered baking-pan and bake it in a 
medium, oven about ten minutes.

of graham flour, two level xupfuls 
of white flour, four teaspoorffuls of 
baking powder and one teaspoonful 
of salt. Beat one egg into two cup- 
fuls of rich milk, then beat it gradu- 
ally into the dry ingredients. When 
all the ingredients are well mixed 
divide the batter into two greased 
pans. Let it rise fifteen minutes in 
a warm place, then .bake it in a 
moderate oven one hour. This is a 
good bread, easily and quickly made. 


"Down East" Nut Bread. 
Put into a mixing-bowl a half cup- 


ful of sugar, a dessertspoonful of 
salt and four cupfuls of flour sifted 
with six teaspoonfuls of baking 
pOw- 
der. Add a level cupful of finely- 
chopped walnuts and one and a half 
cupfuls of milk, worked in gradually. 
Let the mixture stand fifteen minutes 
to rise, then bake it in a medium 
oven about three-quarters of an hour. 
Honey Oatmeal Bread. 


To one cupful of rolled oats take 
three cupfuls of hot water, three- 
quarters of a cupful of honey, a 
heaping cupful of butter and a level 
teaspoonful of salt. Stir the mixture 
thoroughly, then set it to cool. 
.When it is about al blood-heat stir 
in .1 yeast caks dissolved in a half 
cupful of water. JKext sift in enough 
white flour to make a soft kneading 
dough. ICnead this dough well, then 


i set it to rise about six hours. Shape 
| it into two loaves and let it rise 
again. When tho pans are thrce- 
' quarters full bake the bread for 
from forty to fifty minutes.

or 


trivial. 


The audience was put thru some 


amusing stunts, as an example of 
methods of drawing a mass of people 
into some form of entertainment. A 
handwriting analysis was one of the 
most 
ludicrous. 
Everybody was 


asked to write down a certain sen- 
tence, and the analysis was given 
from the platform 
without 
seeing 


the various handwritings. 


The need of providing recreation 


for the older people in a community 
was emphasized. Mrs. Lott declared 
that young people were apt to mon- 
opolize the hall at community meet- 
ings for jazz dancing which excluded 
those older. She told of a plan tried 
in her home town, Bozeman, Mont., 
ot relegating the young folks to one 
pide occasionally and giving those 
older a chance to enjoy oldfashioned 
square dances. 


She advised the delegates to take 


a survey of their home community 
resources. She said community in- 
terest were being met in many 
places with recreation halls in the 
basement of churches or in school 
houses, but she would like to see in 
connection with 
every community 


hall, provision for community beds 
for mothers so that the overworked 
mother of the family could have op- 
portunity to enter into the general 
pleasures. 


In conducting community meet- 


ings, Mrs. Lott said the 
business 


should be made snappy. She advised 
a little study of parliamentary Law 
to help Leep things moving, and also 
a well arranged order of business 
and other program. 
The Introduc- 


tion of as much fun as possible was 
recommended. 
In some commun- 


ities, it was said, the men "clean 
up" after ttm feeds prepared by their 
•wives. The drama and music were 
recommended as means of entertain- 
ment Mrs. Lott 
said 
there are 


plenty of charming little plays to be 
found and no need exists to stoop 
to those of the chief "Rube" variety. 
A man with laughing jovial dispo- 
sition was declared to be one of the 
greatest assets of 
a 
community. 


Mrs. Lott speaks twice each, day on 
various phases of her topic.

WARY OF A RIGHT? 


Jack McAuliffc Believes 
Cham- 


pion's Experience With Firpo 


May .React in Unfavor- 


able Way. 


.\E\V YORK, Jan. 9.—Since Jack 


Dempsey took a smacking from Luis 
Fiipo that almost Xnoiked him out, 
Jack .McAuliffe Is wondering il the 
heavyweight champion will be the 
same reckless, dashing, clinnco-tak- 
lug fighter that hp was bdore th& 
flght with the South American. 


Up to the time he elerted to sv.-ap 


punches with one o Hue most dan- 
gerous hitters ot all times, Pomp- 
eey's most valuable asset was his 
conviction 
that he was invincible 


and 
that 
he 
couldn't 
even 
be 


knocked off his fpet. 


Dempsey had such a narrow es- 


cape in finding out that he was not 
punch-proot 
that the 
•<, eteran 
re- 


tired lightweight champion is not 
alone in having the hunch that the 
heavyweight 
champion may have 


lost some of that valuable confidence 
in himself. 


As far as the factor of confidence 


itself is concerned, the theory might 
be advanced that Dempsey, after his 
experience with Firpo, should have 
more faith in himself than ever be- 
fore. 
He found out that he could 


"take it" from 
the hardest right- 


hand hitter in ihe business, and that 
should not reduce his reliance. 


Will be More Cautious. 


"My idea," McAuliffe says, "is not 


that Dempsey will be less courage- 
ous in the future, but that he will 
be more cautious. Certainly, caution 
has been no part of the champion's 
makeup and, in fact, it was the ap- 
parent indifference toward danger in 
the ring that made him the great 
fighter he is. 


"Next to man, ,1 h ave always felt 


that a thorobred horse is the most 
human thing in existence. The horse 
and the athlete have several facul- 
ties in common that can be picked 
out when we study them a little. 


"On the track you can find the 


front runner; the horse goes well 
when he is in the lead, that he fal- 
ters when he is challenged. We can 
find the same type among human 
athletes, runners and boxers. We 
have the game, stout-hearted animal 
that takes a delight in coming from 
behind and winning on a heart more 
than anything else, and there are 
athletes of the same type. 


"To get down to my point about 


Dempsey and the possible effect that 
the Firpo flght might have on him, 
I want to use the horse again for a 
simile. 


"Several years ago ^there was a 


corking jumper at the Brigton track 
named James McG-owan, as I recall 
it. In one race he got a bad fall at 
one of the jumps, and he was never 
any good after that at that track. 
He always refused that jump when 
he came to it in later races. He was 
game, but he had developed what 
might be referred 
to as a mental 


hazard at that spot wiere he had 
been hurt. 


"Another 
example 
of the 
same 


kind can be found in another thoro- 
bred named Barnum, who stepped in 
a hole on the far turn at the same 
Brighton track and went down. 
Ever after that he went wide around 
that identical spot and all the pull 
in the world could not get him near 
it "Those two examples, of course, 
were the result of instinct, but with 
fighters, inatinct plays a most im- 
portant and vital part 
Dempsey, I 


feel sure, was knocked dizzy by the 
first punch of Firpo and he put up 
one of the greatest fights of all times 
on instinct alone.

ers of Dempsey who have advanced 
the theory that the champion went 
out with the deliberate intention of 
proving how good he was by throw-

"Dempsey 
is no fool," McAuliffe 


said, "and anyone who would take 
any such a chance with a minion 
dollars at stake would be worse than 
a fool. Dempsey fought the way he 
did because his mind was put out of 
commission by a punch and his in- 
stinct kept the machinery going.

German "Ability" to Pay. 


, The New Republic: To speak of a 
man's or a nation's "capacity" to do 
something, is scarcely correct. Capa- 
city is a passive quality. A receptacle 
posesses a certain capacity to con- 
tain a certain liquid or a ship a cer- 
tain capacity to carry a cargo. But 
when we refer to human agents we 
speak of their ability to walk a cer- 
tain number of miles or to pay their 
debts. Germany's "ability to pay" is 
the phrase which would express 


willing aid of the German people 
Messrs. Moulton and Keynes agree 
that the allies have by these means 
worried out of Germany an amount 
of money which from the German 
point of view is somewhere between 
$5,000,000,000 anod 
$6,000,000,000; 


but this ruthless ^exploitation of her 
"capacity to pay," has had a disas- 
trous effect on her "ability to pay." 
She is not able to pay one hundred 
gold dollars to the allies which does 
not come out of current production 
and which does not represent an 
excess of exports over imports. She 
has no measurable capacity to -pay 
left. She only has an ability to pay 
which cannot be made actual unless 
the German people are treated in 
the future as willing agents of a pro- 
ductive G-eman national economy. •

Representative Allen ,Burke of Cum 
in,5 county, a member of the appro- 
priations committee, told of a con- 
versation he and Senator Reed had 
with Governor Bryan the last day of 
the session. They had been called in- 
to-his office. The governor told them 
he regarded them as in charge of the 
exchequer and told them that they 
had crippled the 
road department 


by not giving enough fucds and that 
it would not be able to operate. 


The governor said there would be 


a big deficit, and they reminded him 
that the state had advanced a lot of 
money for the federal government 
that would be repaid. He declared 
the federal 
government would not 


pay 50 per cent of the money back. 
The governor jumped up and said 
that there was the Cherry county 
project where the state paid two and 
a half times as much for stone that 
it didn't get. He said crooked work 
had been done there, and somebodj 
would have to pay for it. He started 
to show them the papers he said he 
had, 
but change his mind. 


Mr. Burke said that 
Secretary 


Johnson had not readvertised when 
this work was done. He did not say 
Johnson had done anything crooked 
but that the witness got that idea 
from his remarks. He said somebody 
had got a rakeoff, and he was going 
to run it down. 


The witness said they told the 


governor that it was too late to do 
anything, that anyway they had al 
lowed him (all he asked for, and a.1. 
that the Committee thought proper 
The governor replied in effect that 
Johnson had juggled or changed the 
records, so he could not tell what 
condition the fund was in. He told 
the committee he would hold the leg- 
islature responsible 
for what *fol 


lowed to the road program. 


The witness was asked if they had 


argued the matter with the governor 
as to responsibility, and he replied 
that "nobody can argue' with him,' 
and we had no chance." 


Denied Look at Records. 


Secretary Hall stated that the ap-

Tax Commissioner Smith declared 


that the whole controv«|sy was due 
to the letter that Secretary Johnson 
sent the governor when he was mak- 
ing up his message, which indicated 
a deficit. Mr. Smith did not read" 
all the letter, and Mr. Johnson pro-, 
ceeded to read the remainder.

What do you read for, to improve your mind 


or to pa.=s away what would otherwise be a 
dull hour? if you are perfectly normal, it is 
because you desire to lose your sense of exist- 
ence in an insipid world and be carried 
on a 


piece of enchanted carpet to some other world. 
Only the very Tew read lor the purpose of cul- 
tivating tlit-ir mind, altho we all admit that 
that should be the primary purpose of reading. 
We admit ihat because we have had that ap- 
parent truth hammered into us from childhood, 
altho privately we have misgivings that if that 
•were true then one would normally ask for a 
treatise on some scientific subject rather than 
the latest detective story. 


Nearly everybody, of course, has at some 


time or another pondered the question of why 
it is that everything that, seems to have been 
agreed upon HP, "good for us" is tasteless to us. 
Some contend that we ought to follow our nat- 
ural desires and that it' we do this there is no 
good reason why nature, "which does the pun- 
ishing physically, should or would land on us 
If that natural desire leads us to do what has 
been agreed is not good for us. 


Others contend that while this may be the 


proper rule yet the fact that somebody or some 
group of people say that we must not do this 
or that because it does not happen to be nat- 
ural tor him or them to do it we follow that 
streak of perversity that is so strong a deter- 
mining rule of conduct and do just the con- 
trary of what they say we should do. This 
spirit is illustrated by the story of the little 
boy who said that he had omitted* to say his 
prayers the previous night and that he was go- 
ing; to try it again the next night and if noth- 
ing happened he would stop praying altogether. 


One of the curious things that seems to have 


a strong hold upon the courts is that old Eng- 
lish rule of evidence that if a man has not 
been heard of for seven years he is legally 
dead. The life insurance companies and the 
fraternal orders appear to be the ones hk hard- 
est by this ruling in spite of the fact that none 
of their policies are built up on the theory that 
a man will live but seven years. There is no 
statutory law whatever for this ruling, and the 
lawyers say it is one of the most completed 
bits of judicial legislation known. Two very in- 
teresting arguments are ranged about it. One 
justifies it on the ground that if a man can dis- 
appear and remain unheard of for seven years 
under modem conditions he certainly must be 
dead. The other is that the world is so big and 
the ease with which disguises can be assumed 
BO great that anybody can use this method of 
beating the company or fraternal. 


People are paying on the average for the 


things they consume in the ordinary process of 
living something like 70 per cent more than 
they did before the war. For telephone service 
they are paying an average of about 30 per 
cent In the smaller towns the increase has 
been much smaller, in the larger towns where 
the biggest revenue is produced a little more.
